We have a membership of more 
than twenty thousand. Foreign Mis- 
sion day comes on second Sunday in 
every other month and if every mem- 
ber will do his best it is marvelous 
what our united gifts, prayers and ef- 
forts will accomplish.

Some who 
spend too much on dress could deny 
themselves on that line and get their 
offering that way. I am sure that all 
are ready and willing to do their part. 
They are just waiting for an oppor- 
tunity. 

Of course there are many who are 
able to give more than this amount. 
The main thing is for the Foreign 
Mission treasurer of the church to 
see that the Foreign Mission offering 
does not amount to less than twenty- 
five cents for each member and just 
as much over as possible. If the 
churches and pastors will all unite in 
this we will not have any financial 
shortage in the Foreign Mission de- 
partment as has been heretofore. 

A band of twenty Church of God 
missionaries is going out to China 
this autumn and it will require $6,000. 
00 to put them in China. If all do 
their part, their best, their very best 
on Foreign Mission day it will be al- 
most enough to send the twenty 
Church of God missionaries; the 
$1,000.00 lack will likely be sup- 
plied from personal funds which some 
of the out going missionaries have 
and can apply on their own passage. 
Then as each of us continues to do 
his part it will be sufficient for the 
Church to buy land and build houses 
for the missionaries (The church will 
own the property, of course.) and. in 
that way large amounts will not have 
to be paid out monthly in rents. 
There is much more I would like to 
say but I will tell you more next time. 
This is enough to prove to you what 
we can do if we will and none of us 
miss it. 

I would 
love to meet you face to face but 
there are so many places I can’t visit 
all before returning to China.

Ans.We find that a star (angel) 
comes to the earth and opens the bot- 
tomless pit and smoke comes out of 
the pit so dense that the sun is dark- 
ened and out of the pit also comes the 
wicked angels that had been kept 
there since losing their estate and 
these, referred to as locusts, come 
forth upon the earth for the purpose 
of tormenting men. Surely any one 
can see that the pit is one thing and 
the earth another, therefore, the pit 
to where Satan is to be cast and con- 
fined, as in a prison, is not upon the 
faee of this earth. 

Ques. What are some of the differ- 
ent renderings for pit? , 

Ans. Sometimes pit, as spoken of in 
the Bible, méans the grave, also a hole 
in the ground as a well for water. 
Then at other. times the term has 
reference to sheol, the place of de 
parted spirits as in Job 17:16, “They 
shall go down to the bars of the pit, 
when our rest together is in the dust.” 
The Hebrew word here in this in- 
stance is sheol. I find several other in- 
stances where pit means sheol. In 
Revelation we have another pit, yet 
it is called the bottomless pit, this is 
where Satan is to be imprisoned. 

Ques. How long is Satan to be im- 
prisoned in this pit after being cast 
there from off the face of the earth? 

Ans. He will remain there one 
thousand years. 

Ques. Where will the saints be dur- 
ing this time? 

Ans. John says, “They lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand years.” 
Verse 4. 





Ques. Is this reign to be up in the 
air on some other planet? 

Ans. The song of the elders and liv- 
ing creatures is, “And we shall reign 
onthe earth.” Chapter 5:10. 

Ques. Should this not settle the 
question that the saints reign on earth 
during the thousandéeyears and the 
devil and his hosts are cast down into 
the pit during this time? 

Ans. Yes. This is the truth as re 
vealed in God’s Word. 

Ques. I will ask again, “Why is he 
to be cast into the pit?’ 

Ans. That he should deceive the na- 
tions no more till the thousand years 
are ended. 


Ques. Do you suppose that there is 
a likelihood of him deceiving the 
glorified saints? 


Ans. No. They. will have conquered 
death, hell and the grave. 


Ques. Well, what nations is he liable 
to deceive during this thousand years, 
if the wicked are to be annihilated 
and the righteous are with Christ 
somewhere? 

Ans. The truth of the matter is, the 
wicked in general shall not be burned 
at the beginning of the thousand 
years, only the prominent portions of 
the antichrist’s armies will be burned 
in the valley of Tophet, this is re 
ferred to as ashes under the feet of 
His people, the Jews. After the na- 
tions are judged the goat nations will 
be destroyed but the righteous na- 
tions, those that are morally good, not 
spiritually good, will go out into the

Ques. What takes place at the end 
of the thousand years? 


Ans. He is loosed . for a little 
season, 
Ques. Why then is he loosed? 


Ans, The thousand years are up and 
he will then come out of the pit, he 
was made no better by his punish- 
ment, but he will make for the na- 
tions with his deceptiveness, who will 
be an easy prey to him because they 
have not the Spirit of the Lord but 
have only been held under or subdued 
as with a rod of iron and had been 
forced to offer homage to the Lord 
the thousand years on penalty of no 
rain if they refused.

CHRISTIAN PERFEC- 
TION 


O, L. Williams 


“Thou shalt be pertect with the 
Lord thy God.” Deut. 18:13. We hear 
Jesus in Mait. 5:48, “Be ye therefore 
perfect, even as your Father which is 
in heaven is perfect.” This teaching 
runs through fhe whole Bible as a 
golden cord but the first glance at 
Matt. 5:48 might lead one who has 
not received the Holy Ghost to say 
that it is impossible for any man who 
lives in this world to be perfect even 
as our Father which is in heaven ig 
perfect. But these are the words of 
Jesus. Will any one charge Jesus 
with teaching His disciples to attempt 
impossibilities? 


Mr. Webster defines perfection as 
quality or state of being perfect or 
complete so nothing requisite is want- 
ing. 

Let us consider a few passages 
from both the Old and New Testa- 
ments. According to the Lord’s 
standard Noah was a just man and 
perfect. Job was perfect and upright, 
one that feared God and eschewed 
evil. In 1 Cor. 2:6 we hear Paul 
saying, “We speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect.” How could 
that be done if there were no perfect 
enes in the world? Jesiis says every 
one that is perfect shall be as his 
Master. Would He have spoken this 
if there had not been some who were 
perfect? He uoes not say every one 
shall be perfect but every one that is 
perfect. The man of God may be per 
fect, throughly furnished unto all 
good works. 


These are a tew samples of what 
ean be found on this subject in the 
Bible. No one can truthfully say that 
the Bible does not teach the doctrine 
of perfection but let us see if we can 
find of what this perfection consists. 
It does not consist of deeds; it does 
not consist of words; it does not con- 
sist of thoughts. Some may be aston- 
ished at these statements and say I 
have a very low standard of Christian 
perfection but just wait and I think 
you will say it is high enough when 
rightly understood. Perhaps a brief 
explanation of- these propositions 
should be given before I proceed any 
further, in order to remove some of 
the astonishment that may heve been 
awakened. . 


Why are we not required to be per- 
fect in deeds? ‘It is because of our 
lack of knowledge. Perfect deeds ad- 
mit no mistakes. I do not mean sins, 
A word misspelled and figures wrongly 
added are mistakes but mistakes are 
consistent with Christian perfection. 
The same is true of words and 
thoughts. We say things we would 
not have said had we known how they 
would have been understood. We said 
the best we knew at the time but af- 
terwards learned we were mistaken, 
consequently the words were not per- 
fect. We are often mistaken in our 
thoughts, thus placing them among 
the imperfect tbings. 


No one in this world 1s absolutely 
perfect in deeds, words and thoughts. 
Absolute perfection is peculiar to the 
Lord who knows all things, therefore, 
He never makes a mistake. Each per- 
son must decide for himself whether 
he will be perfectly honest, truthful 
and virtuous, whether he will submit 
unreservedly to the Lord and be per- 
fectly obedient to all His will and seek 
to please Him in all things forever, 
at any cost. In this way he is free 
from all doubts of his acceptance or 
worry about the future. He has a 
calm quiet rest of mind. While 
storms of fearful character may be 
raging he can say, The eternal God is 
my refuge, His peace is like the deep 
water of the ocean where winds and 
waves never disturb. The Church of 
God teaches a life above sin and we 
must live this life to be free from gin. 
But the world will go and hear us 
preach a life above sin and then look 
at our mistakes and say we do not 
live above sin. The worldly man is 
looking at the mistakes we are making 
either in deed, word or thought, 
while we are just as perfect in heart 
as Jesus Himself. 


The question now arises, Of what 
does Christian perfection consist, if 
not in deeds, words or thoughts? 
Christian perfection consists of the 
work of the heart, will, motive, inten- 
tion or choice. 

“Asa’s heart was perfect with the 
Lord all his days.” 1 Kings 15:14. No 
doubt King Asa made mistakes like 
other men. but he had the right mo- 
tive by which he was governed, called 
a perfect heart. 


King Hezekiah said, “I have walked 
before thee (the Lord) in truth and 
with a perfect heart.” 2 Kings 20:3. 
The moral quality of all actions is in 
the will. We do not sin until the 
will consents to what we know is not 
right. Hezekiah had a perfect will, 
“Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lord our God.” 1 Kings 8:61. 


‘We are nowhere taught to be per- 
fect in knowledge or wisdom. The 
following is a text that every one will 
do well to commit to memory: “For 
the eyes of the Lord run to and fro 
throughout the whole earth, to shew 
himself strong in the behalf of them 
whose heart is perfect toward him.” 
2 Chr. 16:9. The Lord separates 
those that have perfect hearts. Jesus 
said, “Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they shall see God.” Matt. 5:8. A 
pure heart and a perfect heart are the 
same. How may we obtain a perfect 
heart? This is answered in the words 
quoted by Jesus, “I in them, and thou 
in me, that they may be made per 
fect in one.” John 17:23. 

We should not claim that we are 
perfect in our deeds and words and 
thoughts. If we do the world may 
catch us in a mistake and this would 
be a sin for we had claimed te be 
perfect in our deeds, but let us prove 
to the world that we are perfect in 
heart by staying humble at the feet 
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of Jesus, willing to make right amy 
mistake we might make. There is @ 
wide difference between purity and 
‘maturity. There is no limit to Chrim- 
tian growth in this world, provided 
the heart is kept pure. The child 
that is physically perfect grows to be 
a peffect physical man so only the 
pure in heart can eontinue to grew 
up into Christ, this living head. The 
heart of the young convert may be as 
perfect as that of the oldest saint bat 
he is not as strong. The wood in the 
little oak tree may be just as perfect 
as that in one a hundred years eld 
but the young one could be pulled up 
very easily while it would require 
much labor to dig up the aged tree. 
The young saint should be as honest, 
truthful and virtuous as he will after 
he has been in the Lord’s service fer- 
ty years. He does not grow more 
honest but grows stronger in honesty. 

This brings us back to the questien, 
How can we have a_ perfect heart?

“Know ye not that ye are the temple 
of God, and that the Spirit of Ged 
dwelleth in you? If any man defile 
the temple of God, him shall God de- 
stroy; for the temple of God is holy, 
which temple ye are.” 1 Cor. 3:16. 

The Holy Spirit when in man is 
just as holy as when in Christ, amd 
when men become holy temples be 
cause of the presence of the diviae 
nature, which is a holy nature, 
the Holy Spirit which fills the 
heart of the Christian will lead him te 
be as honest as God, from whom the 
Spirit proceeds, and as truthful; thas 
he becomes perfect even as his Father 
which is.in heaven is perfect. 

The man deserves no praise for be- 
ing perfect but the glory all belongs 
to the Lord, for devising such a plam 
by which man can have a perfect 
heart, will or motive, because the Lord 
abides in him by the power of His 
perfect Spirit.

Would any respectaifle 
person desire a life companion who is 
dishonest, unchaste, untruthful, cress 
and full of selfishness? Certainly net, 
the Lord has not forbidden one thiag 
desired by a holy person. A persen 
who has a pure heart is willing fer 
everybody to know about his life. Ne 
one with a perfect heart is ashamed 
of his motive; if he is mistaken he 
loves to be corrected, it is his delight 
to be as near right as possible. It is 
only the impure who try to conceal 
their motive; purity never seeks cea- 
cealment. A man with a _ perfeet 
heart loves to obey God. It is no ber- 
densome task. He would not have eae 
commandment changed. He chooses te 
do the will of the Lord ai any cost amd 
under all circumstances. In every 
situation obedience is a pleasure te 
him. 


In a perfect heart will be found se 
anger, pride, impatience, strife, en¥y, 
covetousness, lasciviousness or other 
wickedness. The man with a perfect 
heart is filled with perfect love, per- 
fect peace, perfect patience, perfect 
honesty, perfect obedience and perfect 
trust in the Lord. I may make mis- 
takes but may God help me to ever 
have a perfect heart and motive.
